Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Resport  for  the 
year  1061,  The  Registrar  General  estimated  the  mid-year  population 
as  54,760  ccmpared  •with  35,020  last  year.  There  were  468  live 
births  and  546  deaths  giving  a natural  decrease  of  78,  There  was  a 
small  mcveraent  of  people  out  of  the  district. 

If  "Nothing  that  is  human  is  forei^  to  medicine",  'bhen 
nothing  which  is  inimicable  to  the  welfare  of  man  and  which  might  be 
prevented  is  foreign  to  preventive  medicine. 

This  is  spreading  the  net  wide,  but  is  Justification  for 
the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  mak±ng  comment  on  whatever  he  feels  is 
or  may  be  of  Importance  •bo  the  health  and  well-^being  of  the  people 
in  his  Area,  I therefore  claim  yoxir  indulgence  onoe  more  for  comments 
on  contanporary  life  as  seen  by  a doctor, 

Hirst,  •bwo  very  seirloufl  topics  which  have  been  discussed  many 
times  previously  but  which  must  be  mentioned  agidn,  rmely  cardio- 
vascular diseases,  including  "coronaries"  and  "cancer"  including  cancer 
of  the  lung.  Again  these  were  the  principal  causes  of  death  for  the 
district  during  1961,  The  in^xjrtance  of  a high  animal  fat  content  of 
the  diet  as  a caxise  of  "coronaries"  is  debatable  and  except  where  there 
is  a strong  family  his'fcory  of  the  condition,  it  would  sean  to  be 
Sensible  and  healthf^giving  to  eat  a diet  which  contains  a good  proportion 
of  andmal  fats.  An  excessive  quantity  of  carbohydrate,  however,  that  is 
su^ir  and  starch,  is  undoubtedly  harmful  in  raary  ways  and  to  be  over- 
weight is  to  be  in  danger.  The  protecti-ve  •value  oif  exercise  in  preventing 
oca?onaiy  artery  disease  is  well  established.  The  exercise  should  be 
regular  and  related  to  the  individual's  age  and  oapabili-bies,  A brisk 
daily  -walfe  is  an  excellent  thing  and  in  my  opinion  cannot  be  replaced 
by  movements  about  the  house  or  in  and  out  of  cars,  however  busy  we  may 
be  in  the  home  or  at  work. 

There  can  surely  be  now,  no  thinking  person  who  doubts  the 
danger  of  heavy  cigarette  smoking  over  a long  period,  par’bicularHy  as 
a cause  of  lung  cancer.  Smoking  is  also  likely  to  lead  •bo  chronic 
bronchitia,’  and  evidence  is  accumulating  that  it  can  lead  to  heart  disease 
and  poor  circulation,  while  it  has  been  kno^wn  for  some  time  that  it  is 
bad  for  people  with  "stcmach  ■ulcers".  It  is  recognised  that  to  break  a 
life-long  habit  of  smoking  is  not  easy,  and  the  main  •barget  must  be  the 
preveh'bion  of  young  people  starting  to  smoke , but  there  is  no  doubt  that 
when  people  stop  smoking,  or  reduce  their  oonsimiption  of  tobacco, 
they  thereby  reduce  the  danger  to  their  heal’bh.  It  is  well  worth  while 
making  the  effort,  however  long  one  has  been  a smoker.  Perhaps  sane  day 
the  dangeious  factor  in  cigarette  smoke  •will  be  discovered  and  eliminated, 
but  that  day  has  not  yet  arri^ved. 
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Accidents  in  the  home,  and  on  the  roada,  and  in  this 
district  on  the  water,-,  continue  to  be  of  tragic  si^ilPicance.  Much 
is  still  required,  in  the  way  of  education  and  awareness  of  the 
dangers  which  luifc  in  every  heme,  particularly  for  children  and  old 
people.  Accidents  on  the  road  are  admost  inevitable  in  an  industrial 
civilisation,  but  many  of  them  could  be  prevented  and  I feel  that 
young  people,  in  particular,  must  be  protected' a^inst  thmselves  by 
legislation.  It  is  known  that  head  injuries  are  a very  frequent  cause 
of  death  in  accidents  involving  motor  cycles,  yet  one  still  sees  many 
riders,  including  seme  older  people  who  ough^  ^ know  better,  not 
wearing  crash  helmets.  These  lives  are  surely  too  valuable  to  be  lost 
throu^  the  foolhardiness  of  the  youngsters  thanselves,  and  surely 
they  should  be  prosecuted  if  they  do  not  wear  crash  helmets,  or 
alternatively  high  powered  motor  cycles  should  be  banned  from  the  roads? 

Fatal  accidents  on  the  water  are  not  so  nxanerous  considering 
the  number  of  people  at  risk,  but  every  year  there  are  dea-ths  f ran 
droming'on  the  Broads  and  rivers,  and  in  the  sea.  Much  remains  to 
be  done  to  convince  the  folk  who  come  to  those  delightful  places  for 
pleasure  that  there  is  danger  in  carelessness,  but  that  with  precautions 
much  of  the  danger  can  be  eliminated.  One  of  the  most  important 
measijres  which  should  be  -te-ken  is  to  teach  as  many  as  possible  of  our 
young  people  how  to  swim,  preferably  up  to  life  saving  standard,  I also 
feel  that  they  should  be  'taught  the  modem  methods  of  artificial 
respiration,  namely,  mouth  to.  motath.  (or . preferably  mouth  'to  nose)  which 
can  be  carried  out  by  children  on  adult  victiais  if  necessary,

After  these,  serious  topics,  it  is  almost  a relief  'to  'turn  "bo 
the  subject  cf-  dental  care,  but  while  dental  decay  ie  seldom  a direct 
cause  of  da  dh  it  is  so  ■widespnaad  as 'bo  be  sLmost  Universal  in  the  younger 
generation  and  by  the  very  size  of  the -problem  is.  exbremely  serious, 
Fliioridation  of  the  -water  supply  is  a well  established,  effective  and 
Inrmless  method  cf  preventing!  caries  in  childreh*s  teeth.  Until 
fluoridation  is  carried  out  me  can  only  concehtrate  on  other  measures. 
The  supply  of  dentists  is  quite  inadequate  and  will  continue  to  be  so 
unless  mary  more  people  can  be  persuaded  to  enter  the- prof  ess  ion. 
Therefore  each  individual  and  each  parent  must  strive  'bo  preserve  his 
own  and  his  children*  s tee^bh.  The  heavy  consumption  cf  sweets  .already 
mentioned  above  as  harmful  to  the  health,  has  another'  serious  charge 
to  face  in  the  way  it  has  damaged  the  teeth  of  the-' young  ever  since 
sweets-  became  freely  amilable  again  after  the  war.  Apart  frean  reduction 
in  the  number  of  sweets  eaten  "bhe  regular  cleaning  of  teeth  is  essential. 
Last  thing  at  night  should  be  an  invariable  rule,  also  after  brealtfast, 
and  indeed  after  every  meal  when  this  is  at  all  possible.  When  it  is 
mt  possible  eating  a raw  apple  or  raw  Carrot  after  food  serves  the  same 
purpose.  One  still  meets  otherwise  intelligent -people , who  if  they 
•lean  the ir^  teeth  at  all  clean  then  only  before  breakfastl  ■ 

^ If -one  likes  the  taste  cf  tooth  jnste  mixed  with  cornflakes, 

I suppose  -there  is  no  objection  , to  this  practice,  but  the  real  purpose 
of  cleaning  the  teeth  is  -to  get  rid  of  bits  of  food,  particularly  su^r, 
and  the  most  Important  -blmes  are  at  night  ond  .after  breakfast. 
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. Far  to®  mariy  people  think  they  can  remain  healtty  only 
if  thqy  take  medicine.  This  idea  is  engendered  or  encouraged  j. 
some  proprietary  medicine  manufacturers  who  ad-yertise  direct  to  the 
public  extravagant  or  subtily  misleading  claims  and  invent  non- 
existent ailments  for  which  they  have  a cure.  The  pressure  of 
advertiseaent  tempts,  people,  to  believe  that  they  have  something 
wrong  with  them,  when  they  are  merely  tired  or  suffering  from  noroal 
wear  and  tear.  Education  as  to  what  really  constitutes  health  and 
how  to  preserve  it,  is  a very  Important  function  of  local  authorities. 

To  turn  to  well-known  subjects  previously  commented  on  in 
the  Annual  Report  - subjects  which  are  of  continued  importance  and 
also  of  recent  topicality,  one  must  stress  the  importance  of  the 
immunioation  of  children  against  whooping  oou^,  diphtheria  and 
tetanus,  and  poliomyelitis y and  vaccination  a^inst  smallpox, 
Imraunisation  a^inst  the  first  three  diseases  ocmbined  is  beginning 
to  be  routine,  and  that  against  policmyelitis  is  also  increasing. 
During  1961,  only  injections  were  available  and  a great  many  were 
carried  out  in  this  Area,  including  the  fourth  or  boosting  dose  for 
children  between  the  ages  of  5 and  12,  during  the  months  of  April  to 
October,  After  then,  this  booster  dose  was  temporarily  discontinued. 

The  Minister  of  Health  has  specifically  asked  that  the 
Annual  Report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  this  year  should 
indicate  whether  the  arranganents  for  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal 
in  the  district  are  reasonably  adequate,  and  that  where  they  are  not 
the  Report  should  state  in  what  Areas  new  schemes  for  sewage  disposal 
ai^  urgently  needed.  In  this  Ruml  District  sewerage  schanes  are 
urgently  needed  in  the  coastal  parishes  and  in  the  more  densely 
populated  parishes  in  the  centre,  east  and  south-east  of  the  District, 
In  the  report  of  the  Senior  Hiblic  Health  Inspector  figures  are  given 
of  the  amount  of  mterial  collected  from  pail  closets,  and  cess-pools 
and  similar  installations  during  the  year.  One  figure  may  be  taken 
from  his  Report  to  show  how  serious  is  the  problem,  6-g-  million  gallons 
of  sewage  were  collected  by  the  cess-pool  emptiers  and  of  course  this 
large  volume  of  sewage  hid  to  be  disposed  of  in  some  way  on  the  land. 

In  spite  of  the  Welfare  State,  the  plight  of  many  old 
people  is  a reproach  to  our  civilisation.  Much  has  been  done  for 
thm,  but  inuch  more  renSains  to  be  done.  The  majority  of  the  old 
people  thanselves,  used  to  hard  conditions  and  hard  work  all  their 
lives,  adapt  thmselves  to  the  circumstances  they  find  themselves  in 
with  great  courage  and  resource,  but  there  are  a few  v/ho  become 
overwhelmed,  in  particular  perhaps  elderly  men,  who  have  been  trying 
to  cope  with  a solitary  existence  for  many  years*  Some  of  them  will 
accept  with  gratitude  the  care  offered  in  County  Homes  and  Hostels, 
but  there  are  others  why  cannot  tolerate  the  thought  of  going  to  live 
a oonraunal  life  with  their  contemporaries.  The  conditions  in  their 
own  homes,  however,  are  sometimes  so  bad  that  one  has  to  contemplate 
taking  ccmiwlsoxy  action  to  get  them  into  a Home,  I sometimes  wonder 
if  this  step  could  be  postponed  by  a party  of  volunteer's  who  would  be 
prepared  to  go  into  the  home  and  thoroughly  clean  it  up,  after  which 
it  might  be  possible  to  get  a Home  Help  to  work  there.  The  oases  I 
have  in  mind  are  those  where  the  conditions  have  deteriorated  to  such 
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an  extent  thit  one  cannot  get  a Home  Help  to  go  in  without  seme 
preLiminary  work  being  done,  , In  this  Area  we  have  pp  organistation 
which  we  pan,  call  upon  for  such  woik. 

In  conclusion  I should  like  to  thank  the  Chairman'  and 
Members  of  the  Public  Health  Committee  for  their  continued  interest 
in  the  woik  of  the  Department,  and  the  Staff  for  their  loyal  support 
and  efficiency  as  in  previous  years*

Blofield  and  Plegg  Rural  District  is  included  with 
Smallburgh  Rural  District  a-nd  North  Walaham  Urban  District  to  form 
No,l  Area  of  the  Norfolk  County  Council,  for  the  purpose  of  carrying 
out  the  duties  for  which  the  County  Health  Authority  has  accepted 
responsibility  under  the  National  Health  Seirvice  Act,  These  include 
the  Care  of  Mothers_  and  Young  Children,  Midwifery  Service,  Home 
Nursing  Service,  Vaccination  and  Imiirunisation,  Prevention  cf  Illness, 
Care  and  After  Care,  Domestic  Help  Service  and- Mental  Health  Service, 

Some  of  these  services  along  with  the  School  Health  Service  in  the

General  Welfare, 

General  Welfare  services  under  the  National  Health 
Service  Act,  1946,  are  administered  in  the  district  by  the  Local 
Welfare  Officers  of  the  County  Council,  These  services  include  the 
provisions  of  Home  Helps  in  cases  of  old  age,  sickness  and  maternity 
etc,,  and  it  w^s  possible  to  provide  Heme  Helps  in  almost  every 
Parish  of  the  district  for  necessitous  cases. 

Old  People*  s Clubs  have  been  established  in  the  majority 
of  Parishes  in  the  district  and  there  is  no  doubt  that  even  an 
occasional  afternoon  meeting  takes  a great  deal  of  monotony  and 
loneliness  out  of  old  age. 

The  Local  Welfare  Officers  have  a contact  point  at  Caister- 
on-Sea  for  the  convenineoe  of  the  public  in  that  area  and  have  acted 
in  close  co-operation  with  the  Public  Health  and  Housing  Departments 
of  the  Council, 

Ambularpe.  Service, 

This  service  is  operated  by  the  St,  John  Ambulance  Brigade 
and  British  Red  Cross  Society  as  Agents  of  the  County  Council, 

Vaccination  and  Inmunisaticm, 

This  service  is  also  the  responsibility  of  the  County 
Health  Authority  and  is  carried  out  by  General  Practitioners  and  ty 
Assistant  County  Medical  Officers, 

laboratory  Facilities,

Water  Supply.  

Progress  In  connection  with  the  provision  of  a mains 
water  supply  throughout  the  District  continues  and  to  date  a 
mains. supply  is  available  to  almost  all  parts. 

During  the  year  144  samples  of  water  were  taken  from’  ’ ' 
shallow  wells  for  chemical  and  for  bacteriological  examination.  Of 
these  88  were  certified  to  be  unfit  for  consumption  and  appropriate 
action  was  taken  in  these  cases,  For  further  information  relative 
to  mains  supply  see  Pages  ‘8  . 

Sewerage. 

Unfortunately,  progress  has  been  slow  in  connection  with 
the  installation  of  the  sewerage  scheme  for  the  parishes  of  Brundall 
and  Blofield  but  all  the  necessary,  preparatory  work  has  been 
conpleted  and  it  is  expected  work  of  installation  will  commence 
during  1962,  The  scheme  for  the  coastal  parishes  is  'in  the  hands  of 
the  Council’ s Consultant  Engineers  but  much  ronains  to  be  done  however. 
Development  in  these  parishes  for  both  permanent  and  holiday  use-' - 
continues  at  a rapid  rate  and  the  need  for  a sewerage  scheme  in  these 
parishes  becomes  more  and  more  apparent  as  the  years  pass  by, 

Oolleotion  & Disposal  of  Refuse. 


The  weokly . collection  from  pail  closets  in  all  parishes  has 
been  maintained  with  unbroken  regularity  in  spite  of  labour  difficulties. 
Collection  is  undeirbaken  during  noimal  daytime  working  hours,  2,047 
loads,  approximately  1,637,000  gallons  ( 7,300  tons)  were  collected 
by  nine  men  using  four  vehicles.  As  mentioned  last  year  disposal  of 
this  material  continues  to  present  scm^hat  of  a problem  and- for  this 
reason  ii*  for  no  other,  it  is  essential  that  sewers  are  installed  in 
the  more  densely  populated  parishes  and  thereby  reduce  the  number  pf 
pail  closets  to  be  dealt  with. 

Extra  labour  was  authorised  and  a more  regular  collection  of 
dry  refuse  was  achieved  than  in  1960  but,  it  must  be  admitted  that 
collections  fran  the  more  rural  parishes  was  not -as- -frequent  as  the 
residents  would  wish,  18  men  Y/ere  anployed  and  9 vehicles  were  in  use 
for  this  service,  A total  of  8,750  tons  of  dry  refuse  was  collected 
and  disposed  of  by  way  of  the  same  arrangoments  as  in  use  in  1960, 

The  purchase  of  an  additional  vehicle  has  been  authorised  and  this  will 
make  it  possible  to  haul  the  refuse  a greater  distance  for  disposal 
if  required.  Refuse  from  the  banks  of  the  rivers  and  broads  was 
collected  twice  weekly  April  to  June  (inclusive)  and  thrice  weekly 
Jtily  to  September  and  every  year  the  nunber  of  craft  in  use  on  the 
waterways  increases  so  also  does  the  volume  cf  refuse  collected.  Users 
of  river  craft  co-operated  fairly  well  but  the  need  to  constantly 
remind  the  visitors  of  their  responsibilities  in  ccaineotion  with 
keeping  the  area  free  from  litter  is  as  necessary  as  ever.  Refuse  was 
found  to  be  dunped  in  a few  isolated  inaccessible  sections  of  the 
river  banks  and  complaints  were  received. 
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During  the  year  a total  of  7,862  loads  (417  more  than 
in  I960)  were  removed  from  cesspools  and  similar  installations  at 
a charge  of  15/Od,  per  load  for  the  first  12  loads  and  5/Od,  per 
load  thereafter  from  any  single  property.  An  additional  cesspool 
emptier  was  delivered  in  July  mahing  a total  of  five  1,000  ^llon 
onptiers  which  made  it  possible  in  spite  of  the  very  wet  summer  for 
the  service  to  be  given  upon  request  with  the  minimum  of  delay, 

i,e,  6-2  million 

gallons)  collected  by  the  emptiers  presented  as  usual  a major  problem 
and  in  these  circumstances  a sevrerage  scheme  for  the  larger  parishes 
is  urgently  required. 

Moveable  Dwellings, 

During  the  year  considerable  progress  was  made  in  connection 
with  the  implementation  of  the  provisions  of  The  Caravan  Sites  and 
Control  of  Development  Act,  1960,  The  majority  of  site  operators 
~ co-operated  to  the  full  and  the  standard  required  by  the  Council  was 
attained  on  a number  of  sites.  At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  31 
licensed  sites  providing  accommodation  for  caravans,  the  remainder  of 
the  sites  being  in  the  process  of  being  brought  up  to  standard  in 
readiness  for  the  1962  season.  There  was  a tendency  for  operators  to 
receive  on  the  sites  caravs-ns  in  excess  of  the  permitted  number.  This 
occurs  by  reason  of  the  absence  of  sites  set  apart  for  the  use  of 
touring  caravans  requiring  accommodation  for  a short  period  only.  This 
.matter  is  receiving  attention  and  one  such  site  has  been  made  available 
for  1962, 


During  late  July  and  throughout  the  month  of  August  many 
hundreds  of  tents,  converted  delivery  vans  and  caracars  were  in  use 
principally  on  two  plots  of  land,  one  at  Acle  New  Road  close  to  the 
Great  Yarmouth  boundary  and  the  other  at  Caister-on-Sea,  The  very  heavy 
rain  which  occurred  during  early  August  emphasised  the  undesirability 
of  using  marshland  for  camping  purposes.  The  land  became  very  wet, 
tanporary  sanitary  accommodation  became  flooded  and  badly  damaged  by 
the  strong  winds  and  complaints  were  received  concerning  the  unsatisfactoiy 
conditions  generally.  As  pointed  out  in  a previous  report  the  existing 
legislation  framed  in  1936  is  totally  inadequate  to  deal  with  the  problems 
met  with  in  1961,  It  is  to  be  hoped  hawever,  that  any  future  legislation 
will  be  framed  in  such  a vm.y  that  given  reasonable  safeguards  this 
relatively  cheap  healthy  type  of  holiday  can  be  enjoyed  by  those  who  desire 
to  do  so. 


A count  of  caravans  and  tents  was  made  during  early  August  1961 
when  it  was  found  there  were  3,500  caravans  and  more  than  1,600  tents  in 
use  within  this  area. 


Public  Convenienoes. 

No  additional  public  conveniences  v/ere  erected  during 
1961,  plans  were  however  approved  for  conveniences  at  Thorpe  St, 
Andrew  and  at  Hemsby,  These  will  be  available  for  the  1962  holiday 
season.  Those  at  Ranworth,  Caister-on-Sea,  Hemsby,  Scratby  and 
California  were  used  to  the  full ■ throughout  the  summer.  Further 
conveniences  are  to  be  erected  at  Thume  and  Martham  and  in 
conjunction  with  the  Smallburgh  Rural  District  Council  at  Potter 
Heigham,  The  need  for  conveniences  at  these  points  and  others  to 
be  dealt  iiTith’ later,  is  abundantly  clear  during  the  holiday  period 
when  large  numbers  of  visitors  are  present. 

The  decision  to  abolish  the  use  of  coin  locks  and  make 
the  use  of  the  conveniences  free  to  the  public  is  a progressive  step 
and  many  expressions  of  appreciation  of  the  Council*  s decision  have 
been  made  by  members  of  the  public,  A small  amount  of  wilful  damage 
occurred  tut  nothing  of  a serious  nature. 


Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1949, 

The  Council  employs  two  full  time  rodent  operators.  Both 
these  onployees  had  a busy  year  carrying  out  inspections  and 
destruction  at  dwelling  houses  and  other  properties.  During  the 
latter  part  of  the  year  reports  v/ere  received  from  other  Districts 
concerning  a heavy  increased  infestation  but  apart  frcm  the 
impression  of  an  increased  infestetion  during  the  period  of  harvesting 
sugar  beet  when  rats  are  disturbed  and  travel  elsewhere,  no  significant 
increase  was  recorded. 

The  use  of  prepared  baits,  harmless  to  donestic  animals  does 
much  to  keep  this  public  health  pest  in  check,

Meat  Inspection# 

Tv^o  slaughterhouses  were  in  use  throughout  the  year.  In  September, 
1961  slaughtering  ceased  in  one  of  these  and  new  premises  which  had  been 
constructed  in  accordance  with  the  Slaughterhouses  (Construction)  Regulations 
on  a site  ad;joining  the  old  pronises,  came  into  use.  The  second  slaughterhouse 
continued  to  operate  until  the  end  of  the  year  and  was  then  closed,  the  owner 
having  decided  not  to  proceed  with  the  works  of  modernisation.  The  standard 
of  cleanliness  maintained  and  the  quality  of  meat  derived  from  these  premises 
was  good,  ; 

The  one  Knackers  Yard  where  only  a small  amoiint  of  killing  takes 
place,  operated  throughout  the  year  without  conplaint. 

Milk,  

There  were  51  registered  Distributors  operating  mthin  the  District 
during  the  year  3 having  been  added  since  1960,  There  was  a considerable 
amount  of  carelessness  and  indifference  on  the  part  of  distributors  relative 
to  the  protection  of  milk  from  contamination  and  the  direct  rays  of  the  sun 
and  the  attention  of  retailers  was  drawn  to  these  factors  on  a number  of 
occasions.  There  remains  however  room  for  further  improvement. 

Food  Pr anise 3, 

4-02  inspections  were  made  of  food  premises  .and  generally  a good 
standard  of  cleanliness  was  maintained  and  this  applied  particularly  at  the 
large  holiday  camps  and  the  management  ,is  to  ,he  congratulated  concerning  this. 
There  were  however  the  few  traders  whose  premises  were  not  kept  to  the 
standard  required  and  informal  action  was  taken  to  effect  improvement, 

257  premises  are  registered  as  required  by  Section  16  of  the  Food 
and  Drugs  Act,  1955, 

27  samples  of  ine-cream  were  taken  for  bacteriological  examination, 
of  these  23  were  certified  as  satisfactory.  Action  was  taken  in.  respect  cf 
the  remainder.  The  only  ice-cream  factory  within  the  area  operated  without 
complaint, • New  premises  have  been  erected  to  replace  those  in  use  and  they 
vd.ll  come  into  operation  during  1962, 

A relatively  small  quantity  of  unsound  food  was  dealt  with,  A few 
complaints  concerning  alleged  infringonents  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1965 
were  referred  to  the  Norfoll^  County  Council  Food  and  Drugs  Dept,, 
from  whom  the  Council  receives  the  utmost  co-operation.

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES  ^ . 

Measles. 

Once  again  Measles  provided  by  far  the  greatest  munber  of 

notifications  of"  infectious  diseases  received, This  year  there 

were  750  compared  with  554  last  year  (235  in  1959),  Work  is  still 
proceeding  in  the  United  States  and  ...this  country  on  the  production 
of  a suitable  vaccine  against  this  disease.  The  first  vaccine 
produced  was  that  of  a live  attenuated  measles  virus,  but  although 
effective,  this  seemed  to  cause  undesirable  side  effects.  More 
recently  an  inactivated  measles  virus  vaccine  hfs  been  produced, 
and  clinical  trials  have  been  undertaken  in  the  U,S,A,  and  it  certainly 
seems  to  be  effective  also  with,  in. this  case,  no  serious,  reactions 
after  its  use.  Unfortunately,  there  are  still  seme  disadvantages, 
including  the  fact  that  it  must  be  given  by  injection  and  as  the  new 
oral  poliomyelitis  vaccine  can  be  given  by  mouth  the  public  may  become 
weary  cf  immunising  injections. 

Whooping;  Cough, 

cases  were  notified  compared  v/ith  38  last  year.  Although 
seme  cases  of  this  disease  still  occur,  I am  sure  that  their  numbers 
will  beceme  less  as  immunisation  with  the^”triple”  vaccine  becomes 
a routine  for  all  babies.  Also  the  va.cciri.e  seems  to  be  preventing  the 
serious  lung  complications  which  used  to  make  this  ccraplaint  probably 
the  most  dangerous  infectious  disease  of  childhood, 

Fneunonia,

43  cases  were  notified  compared  with  33  last  year.  Older 
people  will  remember  that  a diagnosis  of  this  disease  was  at  one  time 
almost  a death  sentence.  The  position  is  very  different  now  Virith 
modem  treatment  and  the  modern  generation  is  not  unduly  perturbed 
when  the  doctor  makes  a diagnosis  of  pneumonia. 

Infective  Hepatitis, 

28  cases  were  notified  compared  v/ith  13  last  year.  This 
disease  is  only  notifiable  in  East  Anglia,  so  that  it  is  difficult  to 
dfw  comparisons  with  other  parts  of  the  country,  but  I'  am  hot  very 
happy  about  the  increasing  numbers  in  this  district.  It  is  extremely 
difficult  to  trace  the  source  of  infection  as  the  incubation  period  is 
so  long  (up  to  about  a month  and  in  some  other  types  of  the  disease 
even  longer). 

Dysentery,'’ 

18  cases  were  notified  compared  with  84  last  year.  This 
is  a very  welcome  reduction  but  recurring  attacks  will  be  with  us  while 
hygiene,  particularly  in  connection  with  food  is  not  as  complete  as 
it  ou^t  to  be.

Scarlet  Fever 


16  cases  were  notified  oompafeH  with  57  last  year. 

This  is  a^in  a welcome  reduction  but  is  not  a true  indication 
of  the  number  of  cases  of  streptococcal  infection  occuiaring. 
Recently  there  has  been  a big  increase  in  the  number  of  cases 
cxf  rheumatic  fever  in  children,  which  is  due  to  a streptococcal 
infection.  We  had  thought  that  this  condition  was  almost 
defeated,,  but  the  gena  evidently  requires  a great  deal  more 
attention  tteit  it  has  been  receiving.  It  is  responsible  also 
for  cases  of  acute  nephritis. 

Food  Poisoning;, 

13  cases  were  notified  compared  vd.th  6 last  year.  This 
illustrates  the  importance  of  the  comments  made  on  Dysentery  above. 

Erysipelas, 

4 cases  were  notified  compared  with  3 last  year.  These 
cases  shoxtj-d  be  linked  Yirith  those  on  Scarlet  Fever  as  the  same 
.genu  is  responsible, 

Faerperal  Pyrexia, 

2 cases  were  notified  compared  with  3 last  year.  This 
is  not  now  a serious  problem. 


Poliomyelitis. 

It  is  a veiy  grea.t  pleasure  to  report  that  for  the  third 
year  in  succession  no  cases  were  notified, 

Tubeioulosis, 

30  new  cases  were  notified  compared  with  18  last  year, 

26  were  pulmonary  and  4 of  non-puhnonary  disease.  The  home 
circumstances  of  all  new  cases  are  investigated  by  moabers  of  the 
staff  of  the  Chest  Clinic,
